DEMOCRATS ALARMED. 



A Frankfort special to The Commercial 
azette says the Democratic politiciana 
of Kentucky and the present state officials 
are in a ttuandary over the financial 
dition of the State Treasury, and the 
movements of many of the leaders here 
for the past few days have given rise to 
gossip to the effect that some sensational 
step might be taken soon The reason 
for discomfort by the politicians is beat 
understood when it is explained that 
with the state election only a year off, 
the State Treasury, which has been 
suspended for about five months, will 
resume payment again December 1st, to 
remain open only until about January 
15th, after which it will again suspend 
payment, owing to a lack of state funds, 
and will not resume payment again until 
next November. The Democrats natu- 
rally do not like the idea of entering on 
their state campaign and continuing unt 1 
election with such good Republican 
i material as an empty Treasury 
against them, and they are now hedging 
about for some ruse by which they may 
avoid it . 

The Treasury is now paying July and 
August accounts, and expects a general 
resume December 1st, but it is frankly 



January 15th. less than $300,000 will be 
collected between then and the fall rr 
ceipts from Sheriffs. The result ia that 
present deficit of $627,000 will by 
fall amount to nearly $1,000,000, as 
there is a liability of about $180,000 now 
due the various asylums over and above 
current indebtedneas. The situation
